On leaving the house where 
ghe had been staying since her release 
on license, May 30, owing to ill health 
brought about by her “hunger strike,”’ 
to attend the ceremonies for the suf- 
fragette who met death when inter- 
fering with the King’s horse in the 
Derby on June 4, she was arrested by 
two policemen, and taken to Holloway 
Jail. She dressed in deep mourning. 

; Special Funeral Train. 

A special train brought the body of 
the suffragette from Epsom to Vic- 
toria station, where a procession of 6000 
women was Wairing to escort it across 
the city tnrougs the principal streets to 
St. George's Church, Bloomsbury, for 
the service. 

Crowds gathered early in the morning

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INSURANCE POLICY 
NOT CANCELED BY 
COMPANY OUSTER 


State Superintendent Revelle As- 
serts State Statutes Even Per- 
mit Renewal. 


The declaration of St. Louls insur- 
ance agents that the revocation of the 
licenses of the insurance , companies 
which have suspended writing business 
in this State would automatically can- 
cel all insurance in force was denied 
Saturday by State Superintendent of 
Insurance Revelle. 

Revelle has issued. citations to the in-, 
surance companies to appear before him 
July 1 and show cause why their lLi- 
ecenses to do business in this State 
should not be revoked. This citation 
was issued to every one of the belli- 
gerent companies. 

St. wouis agents asserted that if Re- 
velle should cancel the licenses it would 
make the insurance situation much 
worse, because the companies could not 


then transact any business in the State, 
and all policies in force would be nul- 


lified. 

Under present conditions insurance 
can be transferred by the agents, they 
said, when the insured moves, but if 
the licenses were revoked no business 
at all could be transacted. 


Statutes Provide Continuance. 
“The statutes expressly provide that 


the revocation of the license of an in- 
surance company shall not interfere 
with the collection of renewa) pre- 
miums,”’ Revelle told a- Post-Dispatch 
reporter in Jefferson City. “For this 
purpose a company whose license has 
been revoked may even appoint agents 
to represent {t. It is not true that the 
revocation of the license automatically 
cancels the insurance in force. 

“It may not be necessary for me to 
revoke the licenses of the companies, 
but if I should do so, the interests of 
the people who have paid for insuranc? 
would not be affected, unless the con:- 
panies, of their own accord, went t 
the extremity of can¢eling the policies 


Require HKefunding of $15,000,000, 
The insurance companies have col- 
lécted an average of $9,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 a year in premiums, mostly wn 
three-year policies. If the policies 
should be cenceled the companies wduld 
have to return to the rolicyholders proo- 
ably $15,000,000 in unexpifed premiuma. 

_ State officials do’ not believe that the 
companies will, by their own act, take 
a step that will make it necessary <or 
them to refund such large sums of 
money. Many policies were issued dur- 
ing April, while the insurance contre 
versy was on, and if they should h+ 
canceled many millions of dollars aid

CURRENCY LAW AT. 
PRESENT SESSION 


President Is Working on Mes- 
sage Which Will Ask Con- 
gress to Act Now. 


By Associated Presa 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—President 
Wilson still wants currency legislation 
enacted at the present session of Con- 
gress and planned to begin today his 
méssage on the subject. It will be 
presented about June 23 or 2%, about the 
time that members of the House get 
back for reorganization and work on 
the currency bill. 

It was announced today from admin- 
istration quarters that Secretary Mc- 
Adoo and Chairmen Owen and Glass of 
the Senate and House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committees, had reached an 
agreement on the main features of the 
currency bill they have been drafting 
for the last two months. 

The President, it is understood. 
however, will not go into detail in 
his currency message, preferring to 
back the Owen-Glass bill as an ex- 
pression of his ideas, but will call 
attention to the need for currency 
reform, His argument will be along 
the lines of his letter recently to 
Senator Tillman, in which he de- 
clared that “in loyalty to the coun- 
try” currency legislation was neces- 
sary during the present session of 
Congress, “so that any attempt to 
create artificial disturbances after 
the tariff shall have become law may 
be offset by a free system of credit 
which will make it possible for men, 
big and little, to take care of them- 
seives in business.’’ 

The currency message 
pected to be more than 1200 words 
long, and it is not known whether 
the President will read it to Con- 
gress as he did the tariff message 
or send it to both houses as was 
the custom before he broke a prece- 
dent of a century.

IN FREE POSTAGE 


Use of Senator Lodge’s Name 
Saved Beet Sugar Association | 
$22,900 a Year. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—During the 


fiscal year 1912 more than 300,000,000 
pieces of mail, having an aggregace 
weight of about 61,000,000 pounds, were 
carried by the postal service free of 


charge under the franks of Congress- 
men and of various Government estabd- 
lishments. If postage at the usuai 
rates had been paid on this matter ine 
postal revenues would have been 1i1- 
creased by more than $20,000,000. 

This is the official statement of the 
Postmaster-General concerning the sy»s- 
tem of petty graft expanded into enor 
mous aggregate that exists in the Gov- 
ernment service. 

The senatorial Lobby Hunting Co-r- 
mittee unexpectedly uncovered, during 
the week, some glaring examples of 
beating the Government when the beet 
sugar lobby was found to be using ‘he 
frank of Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
of Massachusetts for circulating its lit- 
erature, One of the pamphiets issued 
was entitled “Sugar at a Glance.” Tae 
postage on each copy, if paid, wou') 
have been'5 cents. 

Sugar lobbies are prodigal in their 
expenditures when it comes to paying 
agents large salaries and throwing 
money around in “expenses,’’ but even 
such reckless spe. ders as they are did 
not hesitate to play a $16,000 game of 
graft on the postal service. This is 
how it was worked: 

Senator Lodge made a tariff speech 
in the Senate and dealt with sugar du- 


some charts to illustrate his points. 
the course of his speech Senator Lodge 
asked permission of the Senate to have 
ttem printed as public documents, to 
which no Senator objenjed because near- 
ly all of them have occasion to put over 
some printing games of their own at 
times. 

Bought Pamphicts Already Franked. 

With this entering wedge, Palmer 
fixed up a 63-page folio size pamphiet 
of pictures, charts, printed in colors 
and sugar tariff text. The lobby com- 
mittee is having a struggle to find 
just how this expansion in printing was 
authorized, but that was a side issue 
tu the bigger game of free mai] dis- 
tribution: The sugar lobby was willing 
to buy the pamphlets from the Govern- 
ment prirting office provided it could 
ret the stamp of “Public Document” 
on them. That imprint. permitted work- 
ing the franking g: aft. 

Any public decument can be. sent free 
through the mails By ucing an en- 
velope on which is printed in she upper 
left-hand corner a staten.ont tzat it 
contains an official document and in 
the right-hand corner, in place of a 
stamp, a facsimile signature of the 
member supposed to be sending it. 

Lodge’s signature, by his permission, 
was stamped on 320,000 large envelopes 
to enclose “Sugar at a Glance.” The 
Government printing office sold thess 
pamphlets at cost; the beet sugar lobby 
addressed them and then they were put 
in the postoffice to be carried free. The 
regular postage on this issue would 
have amounted to $16,000. The public 
paid it in the form of appropriations 
for the Postoffice’ Department. The 
beet sugar growers and manufacturers 
saved just that much. 

The Massachusetts Senator was very 
liberal with his frank for the sugar 
men sent out many thousand smaller 
documents in similar manner. 

Ali told, during the past year the 
generosity of Senator Lodge saved them 
$22,900 in postage and cost. 

Hitchcock's Vain Protest. 

Commenting on this growing abuse, 
the last Postmaster-General, Hitchcock, 
cried in vain to Congress: 

“Tt is manifestly unfair to give to 
the Postoffice Department no credit in 
the Government's fiscal accounts for an 
item of expense so tremendous as that 
resulting from the present extensive use 
of the franking privilege. If the re- 
sponsibility for the expenditure could e 
properly distributed, it would doubtle s 
do away with much abuse of the priv- 
ilege and accordingly effect important 
savings to the Government.”’ 

The case of Lodge stands out merely 
because it happens to be the striking 
nbuge of the moment. Dozens of other 
Senators and hundreds of Congressmen 
are guilty of just as flagrant practices. 
Democrats are as bad as Republicans 
in working the petty graft. Free 
suger advocates have done the same 
things that protective tariff sugar men 
practiced. Men of official rank and of 
the highest ethical standards apparently 
have not had moral scruples against 
straining the franking privilege to its 
limits.

HE advocates of equal suffrage 
for women are rejoicing over 
what they believe is the long- 

est stride yet made towards the at- 

tainment of their goal. This is the 
report of the Senate’s Women's Suf- 
frage Committee, presented through 

Senator Ashurst of Arizona, recom- 

mending that a constitutional 

amendment, granting the franchise 
in national elections, be submitted 
to the various State Legislatures. 

Whether the Senate will act favor- 
ably upon the recommendation at 
the present session of Congress is 
problematical, but even if it should 
not, the suffragists would still be 
satisfied because of the influence on 
public opinion that the committee’s 
finding is certain to have. 

These suffragists believe this rec- 
ommendation by a committee of the 
nation’s greatest deliberative body 
will take their cause forever out of 
the joke class and make it, to every 
man, a matter for serious considera- 
tion. 

The committee not. only says it 
would be just to grant the fran- 
chise, but asserts also that the coun- 
try needs the women’s votes to in- 
sure the perpetuation of liberty, 
justice and law. Here are some ex- 
cerpts from the report: 

6 IE people constitute the 
Government.

Joplin Men File Petitions That 
Carry Double the Required 
Signatures.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 14.—The 
anti-county unit referendum petitions 
were filed with the Secretary of State 
| today by John M. Malang and John J. 
Wolfe of Joplin, representing the Mis- 
souri Business Men’s League. The peti- 
tions present 57,000 signatures, which is 
more than double the minimum number 
required to submit a law to the people. 

This means that the county unit law 
will be suspended until submitted at the 
election of 1914. If a- majority of the 
people vote against approvai, that nul- 
lifies the law. 

Theee pctitions are the first refer>n- 
dum petitions ever filed in Missouri. 
The initiative has been invoked a num- 
ber of times, but the referendum has 
never been invoked. Following are the 
numbers of signatures obtained by con- 
gressional districts: 

First 3345; Second 3251; Fourth 285, 
Fifth 4617; Sixth 2851; Seventh 4487;

Councilman Fletcher’s bill outlawing 
the professions of fortune-telling, clair- 
voyancy, palmistry and all other opera- 
tions of the mystic art, is resting in a 
pigeon-hole of the Legislation Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates. 

The measure was passed by the Coun- 
cil five weeks ago. Delegate John R. 
McCarthy, chairman of the House Leg- 
islation Committee, says he expecte to 
report out the bill, probably within «a 
week. Action, he says, has been de- 
layed on account of pressure of other 
legislation. 

“Will your committee recommend its 
passage?’’ McCarthy was asked. 

“I don’t know,” he answered, 
we'll report it out allright.”’ 

At present all a person has to do to 
make a business of fortune-telling i+ 
to deposit $25 in the city treasury each 
quarter and demand a permit. 

The applicant is required to give no 
certificate as to personal character. 
The ordinances, Nos. 2169 and 2170, do 
not define a fortune teller, except in 
bioad, general terms which have been 
construed to take in every conceivable 
variety of charletanism, including those 
who practice ‘‘magic,” mystic seers, 
prophets, mediums, clairvoyants, sev- 
enth sisters, astrologists, diviners, palm 
readers, card readers, wizards and oth- 
ers of the same class. 

About 75 seers are regular customers 
of the license department and within 
the last year 292 quarterly licenses have 
been issued. These have netted the 
city treasury a little more than $7300.

FEVER IN HOSPITAL 


Deposition Is Made by Physician 
in Suit Against Ellen Os- 
burn Institution.

That R. Newton McDowell, an insur- 
ance man, of 610 Berlin avenue, caught 
scarlet fever while at the Ellen Osborn 
Hospital being treated for diphtheria, 1s 
the opinion of Dr. J. C. Salter, 4398 Olive 
street, who attended him. Dr. Salter so 
testified Friday when giving his deposi- 
tion in the office of Attorney John H. 
Overall, representing McDowell, who is 


suing the hospital association and Dr. 
Ellen M. Osborn for $20,000 damages. 

McDowell was at the hospital from 
Nov. 2% to Dec. 10, 1912. 

| Fever Develops Quickly. 

“McDowell,” said Dr. Salter, “was one 
night at the Jewish Hospital where I 
diagnosed his case as diphtheria. He 
was then removed to the Ellen Osborn 
Hiospital. In the two weeks that he was 
there I visited him twice daily. He lef* 
there on a Sunday and on Monday the 
first symptoms of scarlet fever were 
wanifest. On Tuesday the eruption 
showed and on the following day the 
case was well developed.” 

Dr. Salter testified that scarlet fever 
crdinarily develops in from one to four 
days and that the average time is two 
cays. He said the most common and di- 
rect way of catching the’ disease was 
by contact with some person who had it, 
but that it might be carried through 
‘ne medium of a third person. 

Agnes E. Lonegan, a nurse at the El- 
‘en Osborn Hospital, testified that there 
was a case of scarlet fever there at the 
time McDowell was there with diph- 
‘theria and that on some days she at- 
icnded both patients though she said she 
had never gone from one room to the 
other without changing garments. 

Hospital Rooms Fumigated. 

Miss Lonegan said there had been 
another diphtheria patient in the roon) 
to which McDowell was assigned. Sho 
said it was the practice at the hospi- 
tal to fumigate the rooms in the timo 
between their occupancy by successiv: 
patients if there were opportunity ‘to 
do so. She said the rooms were al- 
ways fumigated if a patient following 
another had a different disease. 

Dr. Salter said it was not absolutely 
necessary to fumigate a room after oue 
diphtheria patient before another was 
put in. 

Dr. Salter further testified that as a 
result of the scarlet fever McDowell suf- 
fered from other complications, witn 
which he was confined to his home for 
eight weeks. He said McDowell con- 
tracted an allment of the kidneys, two 
abscesses of the tonsils and pleurisy.

A crowd suddenly surrounded the 
men, elbowed and thrust his friends 
away from Webber, and then one of the 
men lunged with a knife at the little 
‘“informer’s”’ heart, the blade sinkinz 
under the left shoulder. 

Webber fell, uttering a sharp cry, ani 
instantly the gang that had surroun‘4- 
ed him melted away and left his tw: 
friends standfhg beside the wound.

Given Name as “Harris.” 

A policeman ran up, Knelt  besid2

jured, and sent in a call to St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital for an ambulance. It 
responded with a doctor, who _pro- 
nounced Webber's. condition seriou’. 

Detectives learned that Webber had 
kept a midnight engagement with Sam 
Paul. Paul, another gambler, whose 
name was often mentioned in the’ early 
stories of the Rosenthal case as the 
leader of a gang of Hast Siders who 
talked of ‘“croaking’’ Rosenthal, has 
lately. kept a small restaurant near 
Kighth street. It appeared that Webber 
rhad been attacked shortly after con- 
cluding his engagement with Paul. 

The wounded man gave his name as 
Louls Harris, but it was declared posi- 
tively by several! police detectives that 
he was the gambler and dandy who, 
with Jack Rose, Sam Schepps and oth- 
ers turned State’s evidence in the Rosen- 
thal murder Case. . 

Since: the four gun men in the Rosen- 
thal case have been in the death house. 
frequent threats that the lives of the 
Rosenthal informers would be taken in 
reprisal have been made. 


Identified by Detective. 

When Detective Haverty arrived at 
the hospital he identified “‘Harris” as 
Bridgie Webber. Webber at first re- 
fused to say who had tried to stab him, 
but finally declared it was a ‘smal! 
boy’’ who attacked him, but the police 
do not credit this version. 
'It was in Bridgie Webber’s poker 
rooms at Sixth avenue and Forty-second 
street, according to testimony in the 
Rosenthal trial, that Jack Rose gath- 
ered the men who killed Rosenthal.

ROLLA GYMNASIUM 


George Hellmuth Declares His 
Firm Did Preliminary Work - 
for Building. 


fhe action of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Rolla School of Mines and 
Metallurgy in quietly appointing former 
State Senator H. H. Hohenschild archi- 
tect for the proposed $70,000 gymnasium 


building, threatens to involve the State 
and the committee in a $4200 damage 
suit. AlJready wrangling over the ap- 
pointment has caused the resignation 
of Dr. L. E. Young, director of the 
school, 

George Hellmuth of the firm of Hell- 
muth & Hellmuth, 1401 Chemical Build- 
ing, told a Post-Dispatch reporter Sat- 
urday that his firm was the architects 
of the library and auditorium buildings 
at the Rolla school, which is a branch 
of the University of Missouri, and that 
his firm had been engaged to make the 
preliminary studies for the gymnasium 
which the board then had in contem- 
plation. 

Hellmuth says that he completed the 
preliminary work, that it was submitted 
to the board and accepted, and that, 
upon the plans which he submitted, the 
State Legislature made the appropria- 
tion for the building. 

Those Who Made Choice. 

Those who met Friday and appointed 
Hohenshild were Dr. 8S. L.. Baysinger, 
chairman; Judge A. D. Nortoni and Ga. 
L. Zwick, members of the committee, 
ar.d Dr. A. Ross Hill, president of the 
University of Missouri. 

Rumors, which have been current 
for several months, that Hohenschild 
was to get the work, have caused 
strong protests from alumni of the 
school, A number of the alumni 
méiae their protests to former Gov. 
D. R. Francis, who is president of 
the Board of Curators of the Uni- 
versity. 

Hellmuth . says .that the work 
rightfully belongs to him, and that 
he intends to collect his commission, 
which is said would be 6 per cent 
of the: $70,000, or $4200. 

Agreement as to Pay. 

“When the work was started the 
School of Mines Board and Dr. Young 
engaged us to make the preliminary 
studies for the gymnasium building,’’ 
said Hellmuth. ‘‘We undertook the work 
on the theory that we would get noth- 
ing unless the State made an appropria- 
tion for the building, but with the un- 
derstanding that if the State made an 
appropriation for the building that we 
would receive full remuneration for the 
entire services.”’ 

“Our claim, therefore, against the 
State will be for the full commis- 
sion on the appropriation. It would 
be ridiculous to suppose that we 
would do all the work which we have 
done in the hope that we would be 
paid just for that amount of work. 
We propose to collect our bill, which 
will be $4200.” , 

*“‘We have been informed by Dr. Young 
that a letter has been sent to the board 
by Gov. Major requesting that the work 
be given to Mr. Hohenschild, and that 
the letter was on file at Columbia. He 
also informed us that former Gov. Fran- 
cis said that unless it could be shown 
that Mr. Hohenschild was less competent 
to handle the work than we were, the 
Governor’s wishes should be respected. 

“Dr. Young and Mr. Kohlbaum called 
at our office six weeks ago and re- 
quested that we submit a reasonable 
bill for the services which we had ren- 
dered. We told them that if they did 
not carry out their contract with us 
that our bill would be for a full com- 
mission on the amount of the appro- 
priation.”’

ARE DEFINED BY 
LAFOLLETTE BIL 


Senator Proposes Broad Plan 
for Naming and Punishing Re- 
straints of Trade. 


WASHINGTON, June 14—A compre- 
hensive plan for supplementing the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, making its provisions 
more drastic and defining the word 

“unreasonable” beyond point of contro- 
versy, was offered by Senator La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin. It seems to remedy 
all the evils that have been discovered 
during previous attempts to enforce the 
laws against monopolies and combina- 
tions in restraint of trade. 

The word “combination” is defined by 
Mr. La Follette as including any con- 
tract or combination in the form of trust 
or otherwise. Restraint of trade, accord- 
ing to Mr. La Follette’s bill, means 
any restraint in any respect or to any 
extent. The burden of proof, once the 
existence of a combination is estab- 
lished, shall be thrown on the defend- 
ants to show that a combination was 
reasonable. 

Nine Classes of Trusts. 

The bill describes nine classes of com- 
binations which, regardless of their ex- 
tent, shall be held absolutely to be un- 
reasonable. 

A combination which prevents the 
purchase of an article which it manu- 
factures from another source. 

A combination which discriminates in 
prices by offering lower rates, where 
the purchase is increased in’ amount. 

A combination that refuses to sell to 
some of its would-be customers. 

A combination which seeks to increase 
its business by offering better terms «n 
one territory than in another. 

A combination which contracts amony 
its members as to a division of terrt- 
tory. 

A combination which seeks to promote 
its business under an assumed name o* 
by disguising in any way the controlling 
elements behind it. 

Any combination which artificially 
stimulates its sale at the expense of 
competitors by selling below the cost of 
production. 

Any combination that spies on the 
business of its competitor by bribing the 
officials of its competitors or by bribing 
inspectors or other officers of the United 
States. 

Any combination which controls a raw 
material necessary to the manufacture 
of any article and seeks to prevent com 
petitors from making this article by 
holding the raw material at an unrea- 
sonable price. 

_ Punishment for Individuals. 

The bill also provides that any mem- 
ber of a combination, of which another 
member has already been adjudged 
guilty, shall, upon the establishment of 
his participation in the combination be 
held guilty of restraint of trade in an 
unreasonable degree. A supposition >i 
unreasonable restraint shall lie agains: 
any combination shown to control 30 per 
cent or more of any article of manufac- 
ture. 

Mr. La Follette carefully provides that 
in addition to the stringent provision pdf 
bis own act other laws in force shall re- 
main effective. 

The bill eases the way for the par- 
ticipation of individual sufferers at the 
hands of combinations in suits brought 
by the United States, either eriminal or 
civil, against a combination. 

The statute of limitations, according 
to the provisions of the bill, does not 
run against the intervention of injure:: 
parties or their institution of original 
suits in the same cause if such suits 
begin within three years after the e- 
tering of the final decree in the suit 
brought by the Government. The only 
exception to this rule is in case of 
claims already barred when this Dill 
goes into effect. 

Penalty for Fixing Prices. 

One of the most radical provisions in 
the measure authorizes the court upon 
the preliminary or final establishment of 
the existence of an unreasonable com 
bination to fix by order or injunction 
the price at which the monopolized ir- 
ticle shall be sold.

Chairman Ashurst of the Senate Woman’s Suf- 
frage Committee not only puts up a high mark of 
progress for the equal suffrage movement in his 
report to the Senate, but he writes in compact form 
an unassailable‘argument in favor of woman’s suf- 
frage. 
Analyzing the effect of granting suffrage to 
women, the committee concludes that it will add 
to the electorate an element of voters who will 
support good government. They find that the 
women of the country measure up to the standard 
of citizenship required for governmental progress, 
that the “granting o” the elec*ive franchise to wom- 
en would add to the strength, efficiency, justice 
and fairness of government.” 
Summing up the fundamental reason for wom- 
an’s suffrage the report says: 

It is anomalous and archaic, in a free re- 
public, prefessedly made up and controlled 
by and administered for all the people, to 
deny to one-half of its citizens the right of 
exercising a valuable function of citizenship, 
the elective franchise, thus precluding that 
one-half from the right and power to say 
what law or policy shall be its rule of con- 
duct. 

The United States Senate is far more responsive 
to the people’s will than it used to be, but it is 
still ‘a conservative body. It is quite a victory to 
win one of its committees to a support of equal 
suffrage, so ardent it submits a constitutional 
amendment with a smashing argument in its favor. 
With the [Illinois victory this report offers substan- 
tial compensation for recent losses in Michigan and 
Ohio. The suffragists need now more than any- 
thing else the political wisdom to choose the right 
time for a winning fight. Defeat or victory fre- 
quently depends upon conditions alien to the par- 
ticular issue under contest. 
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As a lobbyist President Wilson fills a long- 
felt want.

LODGE AND THE LOBBY. 

It is now a fact of record, as an admission under 
oath, that Henry Cabot Lodge gave the use of his 
frank as a Senator of the United States to dis- 
tribute through the mails 320,000 copies of a 
pamphlet prepared by a sugar lobbyist, permanent- 
ly employed in Washington, to influence legisla- 
tion. 

The purpose of this lobby was (and is) to se- 
cure privileges for private corporations at the ex- 
pense of the public. They wished these pamphlets 
circulated to secure legislation which would put 
money in their pockets taken from the pockets of 
the consumers of sugar in the United States. 

When Henry Cabot Lodge gave the use of his 
frank to the sugar lobby on the phamphlet “Sugar 
at a Glance,” the Postoffice Department was de- 
frauded of at least 1 cent on every one of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies circulated. 

In its essence this was theft. Giving the lobby 
the power to représent its productions as papers 
authorized or indorsed by the United States Sen- 
ate was worse than theft. 

Henry Cabot Lodge would have been incapable 
of this unless it had been a custom of long stand- 
rg. Hence there is all the more reason for turning 
om the light and keeping it turned on until the 
country knows the meaning of the attempt to 
establish and perpetuate government of, for and 
by the lobby and its accomplices.

Aviators die violent deaths—and so do men who 
keep to earth. On the same day that Andrew 
Drew was killed and another flier barely missed 
death, passengers were being killed in railroad 
wrecks, war was claiming its victims, factories 
were mangling workers, men were falling from 
skyscrapers, the automobile gathered in its quota, 
and there were numerous drownings, homicides 
and fatal accidents of various character.

The really reckless man is not he who takes an 
occasional chance, nor he who absent-mindedly 
or heedlessly walks in the way of danger, It is 
the man, cautious though he may be in tempera- 
ment, whose simple habits Holate the laws of 
correct living. It is more deadly to violate the 
laws of hygiene or; sanitation than the law of 
gravity. The man of sedentary habits who neglects 
exercise, the man who ignores a defective digestive 
apparatus, who takes liberties with his health, 


or cultivates the various dissipations to which men 
are prone, is quite as foolhardy as the flier—his 
premature end is just as sure.

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1. THE HUMAN EYE. 


HE first coat of the eye is the 
cornea. It is perfectly transpar- 
ent, containing many nerves, but 
no blood vessels, except around 

its extreme edges. When the eye Iis 
strained from overwork, these blood 
vessels, in their eagerness to repair the 
damage, by feeding blood to the cornea, 
encroach upon the transparent part. 
The eye is then ‘‘bloodshot.’’ 

The next coat is the white, muscular 
one, popularly called the eyeball, It is 
really the strong wall of the eyeball. 
It ig called the sclerotic coat. On the 
center surface of this coat is the colored 
part of the eye, called the iris. The iris 
is a ring of muscle that controls the 
size of the pupil, opening wide* when 
there is little light, contracting when 
there is a superabundance of it 

The pupil of the eye looks black be- 
cause it leads to the eye chamber, which 
is much like a photographic “dark 
room.’ The space between the cornea 
and the surface of the iris is filled with 
a colorless liquid, through which the 
light has to pass to reach the pupil. 

But the eye, not content with this 
precaution, has another lens, called the 
crystalline lens. It is right back of the 
pupil and is shaped exactly as a photo- 
graphic lens. 

Finally, we have the retina, the back 
coat of the eye. It is on the retina that 
everything we “‘see’”’ is photographed. 
The eye is the camera of the body.
